4. Correction is required because an illegible, or the wrong, "Date-In" was entered by the 
U.S.P.S. on the original "Express Mail" label and on the envelope delivered to the P.T.O.

a. Signed Certificate of Mailing: The new application transmittal cover letter,

If the date-in notation is 
deciphered as "29," said date is clearly contrary to the Post Office stamp and 
other evidence, and was in error.

c. United States Postal Service track/confirm-intranet item inquiry: A true and 
correct copy of the United States Postal Service Tracking and Confirmation Sheet 
is attached hereto as Exhibit D. This tracking sheet was created by and received 
from the U.S. Postal Service.

27, 2001 , but, in the handwritten notation, wrote a date that is unclear and could be interpreted as 
either April 29 or April 27. The patent application arrived in Washington, D.C. for delivery on 
April 28, 2001; but, because April 28 was a Saturday, the Patent and Trademark Office was 
closed. The next day of delivery was April 30, 2001, a Monday, when in fact the patent 
application was delivered to the Patent and Trademark Office.
